And there it is, JBA music at 
S5, its own S the same as the noise level. First time in months I've 
tried for and heard successfully, but for any content still need the 
Argentine remote. I also check UTwente in Europe, which is now getting 
it slightly better than I am. K-index of 4 may help. 0024 still 
detectable at Arg remote but losing out to noise level. BTW, neighbors 
have already put up their flashing Xmas lights, so we're in for a

More and more traditional RHC frequencies are missing, 
perhaps old transmitters crashing. But still plenty of

2228 direct on 
R75, 7490- still DA. Next check 2311, gospel huxtering has resumed.

Various 
items, none concerning Ukraine, as Mike Cooper says ‘Flashpoint 
Ukraine’ morphed into ‘Flashpoint Global Crises’ earlier this month, 
first airings at 2200 UT M-F -- but are there any VOA English SW 
frequencies then? So I was wondering if it would still be on WRMI at 
1930, evidently almost 24 hours delayed. NOTE: on WOR 2218 I misspoke, 
saying I was hearing it until 2200 on 15770 instead of correct -2000. 
And during the remainder I did hear, anchor never named it even at 
closing, just ``the program’*, duh. 


What about WRMI webcast? At 1950 it’s in Italian, then music, then 
multi-lingual RAE ID reel. RAE Italian via WRMI is supposedly only at 
12-13 UT M-F on 15770. Recheck at 2151 while 9955 is still off, 
webcast now with VOA ‘African Music Mix’! (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx U S A [and non]. 9955, Nov 24 at 0747, WRMI-3 is S7 but just barely 
modulated = JBM, during music presumably during TOMBS = The Overcomer 
Ministry Brother Scare, also lite pulse jamming by the relentless, 


clueless Cuban Commies. 


9955, Nov 24 at 1521, WRMI is S8/S9, not off the air like it was 
yesterday when WOR might have aired; Friday means Blalock the Blaster, 
again very undermodulated: no one more deserving of that! But is this 
transmitter about to die? (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR)

xx U S A. 7490+, Nov 23 at 0248, WBCQ is back on tho missing earlier 
at 2200 Nov 22, WOR time. Only S8/S9 into Maryland SDR showing wide 
variations from as low as 7490.515 to 7490.813; but a WWV calibration 
check at 0304 finds it reading -66 Hz low at 10 MHz, -33 Hz low at 5 
MHz, so about -50 Hz low at 7.5 MHz. The wobbliness may not be 
noticeable with AM tuning. Back at 0255, WBCQ 5130.3 was off, 6160 on 
with Hal Turner as -109 Hz, so corrected should be more like only -70 
Hz. And at 0302, a music break sounds same on 6 and 7 MHz, probably 
Hal amid his 2-hour broadcast on UT Thursdays only (Glenn Hauser, OK, 
WOR) 


xx U S A. 5130.3, Nov 24 at 2313. WBCQ poorly audible direct with 
music so unseems ATATT = all-Txx*x*-all-the-time; and yes, 7490 is AWOL 
again so main programming probably transferred. Yes: at 0032 Nov 25 
the `FKB` gospel huxter is on 5130+, tho normally preceding `AAAWWW'` 
on 7490 which is still off. Maryland SDR with correxion factor puts it 
on 5130.414 at 0048. 


At 0100 announcer reveals the following AAAWWW ``was originally 
broadcast on Friday September 29, 2023°° --- WRONG! Content does not 
match with my notes for the UT Sat Sept 30 program - sounds familiar 
but obviously after the Oct 7 Hamas attack on Israel; and Angela is 
obviously in the same studio, not remote (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx U S A. 7490V, Nov 27 at 0004, ‘Le Show’ on WBCQ, only S7/S8 into 
Maryland SDR, unstable varying widely between +531 and +678 Hz; need 
to get webcast instead; but unusually seems // 5130.363 and not 
varying much, instead of ATATT. 6160- not measured but something else; 
and 3265+ as usual silent. Harry Shearer tripping over his tongue more 
than usual as I am concerned about his health; must require multiple 
takes for his The Simpsons characters. Nov 27 at 2320, 7490 again 
AWOL; JBA 5130.3 (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx U S A. 7489.95 approx., Nov 28 at 2323, WBCQ back on air at S9+20 
direct, something in English. Appears the offset-minus primary 
transmitter has been restored after weak sigs on plus side or none at 
all (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) See also WOR monitoring, above 


xx U S A. 5085, Nov 23 at 0324, WTWW reactivated earlier than 
expected, so all fixed already? $9+5/20 into Maryland SDR, very close 
to on-frequency when corrected, likewise at 0325 into NH SDR (Glenn 
Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xk U S A. 5085, Nov 28 at 2305, WTWW still active and S9+40/50 direct; 


after gospel screed, preacher gives date as morning of Nov 26, 2023, 
i.e. Sunday only two days ago, at Laporte Church of Christ: so instead 
of decades-old PPPP recordings, something new from SFAW HQ. Also the 
JBA spur carriers about +/- 13 kHz (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx U S A. 1550, Nov 26 at 1619 UT, ‘The Bluegrass Express’ between 
tunes. 1700 ToH ID as ``The Bluegrass Express, on 1550, KKLE, 
Winfield, Kansas``. Weak but steady groundwave with SAH probably from 
Sapulpa if it’s on. I was checking this out for Mauno Ritola of WRTH, 
who asked earlier: ``Hi Glenn, do you hear this station? Is it still 
on operation as "Bluegrass Express"? Thanks, Mauno`` 


I replied at first: ‘Believe I did last time I tuned by. Will have to 
check in daytime. 73, Glenn’* -- meanwhile Mauno replied:

xx U S A. 3090 kHz, Nov 26 at 0731 UT, S9 pop music in AM --- whoopee, 
must be a third harmonic from 1030. It’s been ages since I have DXed 
any such MW harmonic. No other fundamental would be an even fit. This 
on the E/W longwire which is icy. Soon find // music tuning the DX-398 
to 1030, and rough DF for NW/SE. On 1030 only, CCI from a C2C station, 
no doubt KTWO WY, nothing unusual there. Then refined to country 
format, 0743 all too brief YL announcement, maybe not an ID, also 0749 
between tunes. Also audible weaker on 2060 = 2 x 1030 and 4120 = 4 x 
1030; even a JBA carrier on 5150 = 5 x 1030. 6180 unchecked but might 
soon confront Brasil. Paucity of 1030 stations around here makes KBUF 
Holcomb = Garden City KS very likely, except in current NRC AM Log it 
is also a talker. One tune identified at 0746, ‘The Greatest Man I 
Never Knew’, by Reba, i.e. her father. But by 0755, 3090 is fading 
down to S5, and gone by 0800 ToH ID time! Are they tweaking the 
transmitter? 


KBUF doesn’t quite make it here on groundwave daytime circa 1730 UT to 
check whether a format change, JBA carrier vs S9+20 line noise. But: 
Radio-locator shows address, where else? Valley City ND yet leads to 
website with streaming: 

https: //www.westernkansasnews.com/kbuf/ 

and guess what, at 1757 it’s C&W music despite ostensible branding as 
``The Ag Leader’ *. 1800 ID and ABC News, 1805 back to country. 1812 
ABC News again but JBM on stream, 1813 blasts on with ID and back to 
C&W. ``We love being your Ag Leader, KBUF**. 1820, ‘Sixteen Tons’ ° 
Maybe they are mainly C&W on weekends or part time among talk. Website 
does not link to any program schedule; who cares about that? 


Going by NRC AM Log, the only C&Ws on 1030 are: WEBS in Georgia, 3 
watts at night; and WYCZ in Tennessee, 250. At 1810 I check for 
harmonix in daytime but none heard (Glenn Hauser, Enid OK, WOR) 


xx U S A. 3090, Nov 27 circa 0700 and earlier, not a trace of the KBUF 
KS third harmonic I heard 24 hours before. Apparently totally 
repaired, but worth further chex just in case along with 2060, 4120, 
5150 (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx VANUATU. 9960, Nov 29 at 0650, R. Vanuatu still here, S4/S5 of 
talk, and nothing on 7260, back where Manuel Méndez, Spain, found it 
24 hours before. He agrees on 9960 resumed tonight, until 0659x 
presumably switching to 3945 and no harmonix. I’m not always tuning 
before 0700 to reconfirm (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR)

(Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


UNIDENTIFIED. Trans-Atlantic JBA MW carriers, Nov 26 at 0507: 621, 
711, 891 kHz, checking likely spots below 1200, not 9/kHz complete 
scan; likely Canary, W Sahara, Algeria. No Spains on 684, 774, 855 
(Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


UNIDENTIFIED. Trans-Atlantic JBA MW carrier search of entire band, Nov 
27 at 0258, finds only 621, likely 100/75 kW RNE Canary Is; and maybe 
on 819 where I normally hear nothing; most likely by far is 300 kW 
from Batrah, Egypt, 24h per mwlist (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


UNIDENTIFIED. Trans-Atlantic JBA MW carrier search of entire band at 

9/kHz intervals, November 28 at 0430: only 711 het on 710, and rather 
strong but no audio pulled. A few years ago, one of the Cuban Rebeldes 
was thought to be exactly +1 kHz off-frequency, but surely more likely 


the Moroccan imperialist station in Western Sahara. WRTH 2023 shows 8

to be a regular carrier here but has been inactive a few years (Glenn 
Hauser, OK, WOR) 


UNIDENTIFIED. Trans-Atlantic JBA MW carriers: Nov 29 circa 0330, 711 
kHz; again at 0647 when also detecting 774 & 855 likely Spain, maybe 
819? 711 probably Western Sahara (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


UNIDENTIFIED. 7550-7555-7560, Nov 24 at 0809, DRM noise S9. Nothing at 
all, DRM or AM, in Aoki & EiBi. HFCC has BULGARIA, wrong mode, wrong 
time: 1700-2359, 250 kW AM at 110 degrees. 


Does Spaceline even have DRM capability? HFCC by FMO inexplicably does 
never specify N = DRM or D = NOT DRM:

This lists ``for new organization’* unspecified in 37 of the 48 
entries, mostly wooden. Only others specified are 9 for Overcomer, 
probably not all active; and 2 for Allan H Weiner = unactivated addons 
really for wacko World's Last Chance on 13850, 13840. Master HFCC B23 
sked does show SPC with DRM on 5875, 15515. No 7555 entry here either:

I would not be surprised if it be another ISS test like logged a few 
minutes later on 6005; see FRANCE (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


UNIDENTIFIED. 7555, re my unID noise Nov 24 at 0809, this reply: ``Hi 
Glenn, I checked 7555 kHz last night from here in Marahau, New 
Zealand, and while I couldn't see any DRM signal, I did see two 
adjacent narrower band digital utility transmissions. Vastly different 
strengths here, but the lesser one (lower in frequency) peaked up 
around 0730 UTC. The result did look very similar to a DRM signal, but 
was not. I wonder if that is what you spotted? Cheers, Chris -- Chris

26374.84 AM, Nov 29 at 2313, not in the CB, but sounds 
like a horrible 27+ MHz pileup of hets, some on + side, mainly in 
extremely colloquial Spanish also playing music (Glenn Hauser, OK, 
WOR)
